IN THE CLAIMS: 

Claim 1. Please insert the phrase "which contains 5 to 6 carbon atoms" after the word "group" in 
the second to the last line. 
Claims 5 and 6 are cancelled. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claims, as 
amended are unobvious based on the cited prior art reference, WO 02/064250, as exemplified by 
a showing of unexpected results in Table 1 in page 21 of the instant specification. Therein, 
Applicants presented a comparative performance of the smaller group of ligands (i.e. 
cycloalkene) (Example 8) relative to cycloalkanes (Example D). Applicants have deftly pointed 
out through this comparison that those ligands of the cycloalkene moiety show higher amount of 
alkanol product relative to those ligands of the cycloalkane moiety (based on highly similar 
structures); where the difference between the two groups is the cycloalkene bridging group, 
which is connected to each phosphorus atom by a sp2 hybridized carbon atom. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
